Assessments Here 
Up 4.2% But State 
Expects 5.5% Growth 


Sunday Closing 
Discussed But 
No Vote Taken 


Morgan County Tax Commis 
sioner Harry Coffey reported 
this week that the inspection cf 
the county’s 1970 tax rolls by 
the Board of Supervisors may 
be delayed this year by the 
State Revenue Department 
which has asked to review 1970 
tax assessments before approv¬ 
ing' them. 

Agents of the State Revenue 
Department were here last 
week. They asked Coffey to 
postpone the meeting of tho 
County Board of Supervisors 
which was due to meet Monday 
of next week. May 11. 

Coffey said he did not know 
whether the law permits him 
to delay the Board of Super- 
; visors' inspection of tax rolls 
But County Judge Gene Allen 
said he had not jet named the 
supervisors because the State 
Revenue Department wished to 
go over the rolls first. 

Coffey said the unusual pro¬ 
cedure by the Department of 
Revenue may presage a blanket 
increase of property asses, 
ments. 

The State Revenue Depart 
ment also has halted work ol 
the Board of Supervisors in El 
I liott County. 

Coffey said he had completed 
his work of assessing property 
for Morgan County and had 
made the first recapitulation of 
totals. 

He said the county's total 
tax assessments for 1970 show 
an increase of Sl.395,697 over 
last year’s first recap — an 
; increase of 4.2 percent. 

The State Revenue Depart¬ 
ment said recently that it esti¬ 
mated average growth rate in 
Kentucky at 5.5 percent and 
| that this growth should be re¬ 
flected in local tax assessments. 

• At the same time the State De¬ 
partment listed 51 counties had 
tax list ments that were below 
this average growth rate. In¬ 
cluded were Morgan and Elliott. 

Assessment Up 4.2%

Councilman Graden Walter, 
speaking for West Liberty 
citizens favoring enforcement, 
of the Kentucky Sunday 
Closing Law, suggested that 
the Council make a decision 1 
on whether or not to enforce | 
the law. 

The matter was discussed at 
some length, but no vote was 
taken.

The recap shows total assess¬ 
ed evaluation of all property 
in Morgan county for 1970 is 
$33,033,713 — an increase of 
$1,395,697 over last year’s first 
recap of $31,638,016." 

This is a yearly increase of 4.2 
percent. 

The State Department of Re¬ 
venue in statements made in re¬ 
cent months said it expected 
the annual growth rate in Ken¬ 
tucky to average about 5.5 per¬ 
cent. 

Coffey's first recap of 1970 
assessments shows an increase 
in real estate evaluations of 
$773,313, up from $25,167,049 
last year to $25,940,362 this 
year. 

Tangible personal property 
evaluations total $5,484,187 this 
year, up $112,192 over last year’s 
total of $5,371,995. 

Bank shares, stocks and bonds 
and annuities also were up this 
year. Bank stock totals $644,190, 
an increase of $97,190. Stocks 
and bonds owned by Morgan 
countians total $940,699 this 
year, an increase of $54,052. and 
annuities total S24.275, an in¬ 
crease cf $2,652 over last year. 

In the real estate classifica¬ 
tions. farm lands and improve¬ 
ment total $15,688,205 this 
>ear. an increase of 5374.290 
over la “t year. 

Residential property, non- 
farm. totals $6,226,275 this year, 
an increase of $330,410 over last 
vear. 

Rural non-farm residences to¬ 
tal $1848 660, an increase of 
' $100,125 over last year. 

Value of oil rights is $12,500

Commercial and indstrial pro-

AUTO EMISSION 
CAUSES BUILDUP 
OF CHOLESTROL 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
air pollutant carbon monoxide, 
when inhaled over a long per¬ 
iod of time by laboratory rab¬ 
bits has been shown to cause 
an accumulation of cholesterol 
in their coronary arteries five 
times greater than even a high- 
chlorestol diet, according to the 
National Society for Medical 
Research. 

The important new finding 
was reported at a recent three 
day conference of the New 
York Academy of Sciences by 
Hr. Paul Astrup, a research 
chemist from Copenhagen, Den¬ 
mark. 

This latest discovery comes at 
a time when automobile manu¬ 
facturers are apparently taking 
dramatic steps to control em 
ission of carbon monoxide from 
their new automobiles. Hydro¬ 
carbons from new cars in Cali¬ 
fornia are reported to be down 
23% over older models. Similar 
standards wall be introduced 
nationwide next year. Secretary 
Finch, of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
has issued a schedule for re¬ 
ducing automobile pollutants to 
about one-third by next year and 
5% of the current amount by 
1975. 


Kentucky meat animals in 1969 
reached a record high, totaling 
$327,030,000. This is an increase 
of 13 percent above the prev¬ 
ious record high of $289,806,000 
in 1968 A sharp 16 percent 
increase in cash receipts from 
the sale of hogs and a 12 per¬ 
cent increase from the sale of 
cattle more than offset a 16 
percent decline in receipts from 
sheep and lamb sales.

Calves sold numbered 467,000 
liead, compared with 456,000 
head in 1968. Total hogs mar¬ 
ketings were up 1 percent at 
2,108.000 head, compared to 
2,083,000 in 1968. The number 
of sheep marketed was 9,000 
head below' 1968; sale of lambs 
had a 26,000 decline, for a total 
of 74,000 sold. Cattle sold at an 
average of $24.60, hogs at an 
average of $22. and calves at 
an average of $33.

The mechanical tobacco 
stripper is one of the labor- 
saving devices under develop¬ 
ment at the Univeisity of 
Kentucky. UK ag engineers 
along with researchers from 
the Agricultural Research Ser¬ 
vice, USDA, have designed 
and built a working experi¬ 
mental prototype hurley strip¬ 
per. 

Conventional hand stripping 
of an acre of hurley takes 
about 123 man hours. The 
present system being develop¬ 
ed by UK will strip and pack¬ 
age an acre in about 19 hours, 

John E. Morrison, principal 
engineer on the project, said. 

Separates Three Grades 

“We hope to modify the 
present experimental stripper 
so it separates the leaves into 
three farm grades,” he added. 

The leaves will be removed 
according to their position on 
the stalk and then carried 
by conveyors to separate pax-ts 
of the packager. 

The engineers are trying 
different packaging methods, 
such as compressing the to¬ 
bacco into 50-to-70-pound bales 
with an ordinary haybaler. 

Another technique involves 
typing the hurley in “sheets” 
similar to looteleaf flue-cured 
1 obacco.

Stalin said tlial America would not have 
to be defeated from without, but that it 
would fall from the inside. And the Com 
munists plan it that way, ar.d are provoking 
and abetting the divisions within our coun¬ 
try. 


So, it behooves us as good citizens to sup¬ 
port our armed forces and to present a unit¬ 
ed front. 

And, as regards the protests and riots on 
our campuses, we would ask every college 
student to remain calm and take no part in 
protests that might lead to violence when 
fanned by paid organizers who are trained 
in the art of fomenting strife and violence. 

And all of us should remember that gov¬ 
ernments are instituted for the protection of 
life and property. It thus follows that if such 
a society is to function, the members of that 
society must respect constituted authority. 
Dictatorship may be a more efficient type of 
government, but if the people should get 
a bad dictator they have no means of getting 
rid of him. 

Our American government is the best 
ever devised by man. One cannot support it 
by preaching disrespect for constituted auth¬ 
ority or by taking part in violent protests that 
lead to mob rule.

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Two federal projects on Lick 
ing River have been approved 
by Army Secretary Resor—the 
Rnyalton Reservoir in Magoffin 
and Midland project below 
Cave Run dam. 

The Royalton Reservoir in 
the Licking River valley is one 
of two major Kentucky water 
lesourees projects recently rec¬ 
ommended to the Congress by 
Secretary of the Army Resor, 
and it will vie with other proj 
ects for priority in the order ol 
construction. 

The Magoffin County project 
would involve not only a major 
dam to be built by the Corps of 
Engineers but also three small¬ 
er reservoirs—on Burning Fork, 
Rockhouse Fork and Mash Fork

opment in the Royalton-Sal- 
yersville area. 

Cost of the main reservoir 
undertaking is estimated at $35 
million.
